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Context 

A number of national, local daily newspapers, channels and media agencies on 15 October 
2018 reported an alleged case of terror-funding related to the construction of Khulafa-e- 
Rashideen Masjid in Palwal’s Uttawar village. The reports were based on a National 
Investigation Agency (NIA) source. 

It was reported that NIA probe has led investigators to atleast six instances where funds from 
terror outfit Lashkar-e-Taiba (LeT)-linked charity Falah-e-Insaniyat Foundation (FIF) were 
distributed through a “hawala” network among poor families in Haryana’s Mewat region to 
build goodwill for the terror group. 

A very few newspapers quoting NIA officials reported that the NIA ‘suspects’ that the 
hawala money was given for the construction of the Khulafa-e-Rashideen Masjid in Mewat’s 
Uttawar village. But most of the news papers and news agencies claimed to have direct 
terror-funding in construction of the Khulafa-e-Rashideen Masjid. 
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Hindustan Times dated 16 October 2018, quoting an official of the NIA who spoke on 
condition of anonymity: 

“We suspect that the charity was done to create a base for Lashkar or FIF activities in the 
area. The idea was to generate goodwill by distributing money for organising weddings and 
the Masjid - to be encashed at the right opportunity 

“We have found records of around Rs 70 lakh being sent to India in instalments by the FIF 
network. We have seized books from the office of the Masjid to verify its accounts. Money for 
construction of Masjid may have been given by others in the area as well, but we believe that 
part of the funds came from FIF”. 

Hindustan Times dated 16 October 2018 also reported that in an earlier statement on 
September 26, the NIA had said that FIF is based in Lahore and is a front of the LeT, which 
is headed by Pakistan-based Hafiz Saeed, who is on the list of the U.S. State Department's 
Specially Designated Global Terrorists. FIF is banned in India under the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act and was declared as a terrorist entity by the US in 2010. Last month, NIA 
announced that it has busted a major terror funding ring that was being run from Delhi with 
money coming from FIF and arrested three persons in this regard. The agency has seized over 
Rs 1.5 crore in cash, mobiles phones, pen drives and several incriminating documents during 
various searches in connection with the case. 

The media reported that “among the arrested accused was Mohammed Salman, a native of 
Uttawar village and resident of Delhi’s Basti Hazrat Nizamuddin. The money was allegedly 
being distributed by Salman ”, NIA officials said. 

In its second statement in the case on 12 October 2018, NIA said: “Salman was in regular 
touch with one Dubai-based Pakistani national, who in turn is connected with the deputy 
chief of FIF. ” The agency added that the accused person was receiving funds, being sent by 
FIF operators and his associates, through hawala operators to further their “nefarious 
activities and create unrest in India and carry out the terrorist activities ”. 

The Khulafa-e-Rashideen Masjid at Uttawar village in Palwal was searched by NIA officers 
on 3 October 2018, days after the agency arrested three men, including the Imam of the 
Masjid, Mohammed Salman, in New Delhi in an alleged terror-funding case. 
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According to NIA, Salman was involved in taxi and dairy product businesses but had 
incurred losses. Later, he went to Saudi Arabia for Umrah. “He also visited Dubai a few 
years back where he met few Pakistani nationals and thereafter started getting funds through 
hawala, ” said an NIA officer. 

Some Urdu newspapers, a very few English newspapers and a BBC video story brought a 
different narrative. According to few news reports, in the village of Uttawar, very few buy the 
NIA story, most believe it is a result of a court battle between the villagers and some families 
squatting on the Masjid land. 

Newspapers quoted Khalid Hussain. Hussain (who was present at the Masjid when it was 
searched and is the son of former Uttawar Sarpanch, Akhtar Hussain) and Pradhan Prajapati 
as follows: 

“Because we are trying to evict them, it appears someone has given this wrong information 
to the police. No one in the village can believe such a thing. Salman comes from a very 
reputed family in the village. No one from his family has ever had a criminal case against 
them. ” 

Salman’s cousin Yaqub (77 years) also vouches for his innocence. “In Islam, betraying the 
nation is a sin. Hafiz Saeed is a foreigner. A God-fearing man like Salman would never align 
with him, ” he said. 

In one newspaper, the current Imam of the said Masjid, Mohammed Jamshed was mentioned. 
He had shown a ledger book which has entries of daily expenses to journalists. “All you will 
find here is an account of onions, garlic and tomatoes. Our records are absolutely clean. We 
do not investigate the source of contributions. This Masjid has been built with contributions 
from a lot of people. We do not know where Salman got his money from. But I am not ready 
to believe he would put dirty money here. If at all it is dirty money, I doubt if he knew that 
himself”. 

According to Uttawar residents, Salman’s late father, Maulvi Dawood, is well-regarded 
among Muslims in the Mewat region. He migrated to Delhi more than 50 years ago and was a 
prominent person of a significant in Tablighi Markaz Nizamuddin till his death. For Uttawar, 
he was an authority on Islam and had the final say in all disputes in the village. 
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He had imparted the same knowledge to his oldest son Salman. “That is why when in 2009 
the village earmarked 10 acres for the Masjid and the work began the next year, Salman was 
not only made the in-charge of Masjid construction and fund collection, but also its Imam. 
There was no one else in the village better suited for this because of his pedigree, ” said 
Mohammed Saad, who runs the Masjid Madarsa. 

For the past eight years, according to villagers, Salman visited Uttawar regularly where he 
stayed in a small, spartan room near the Masjid to oversee its construction. The Masjid is still 
under construction and villagers are waiting for more money to complete it.

Testimonies from Uttawar village in Palwal 

DMC’s Fact Finding Committee visited Khulafa-e-Rashideen Masjid, Uttawar, Palawal in 
Haryana on October 20th 2018, and took testimonies of the following persons. 

1. Mohammad Yaqoob: 

The cousin of arrested accused Mohammad Salman, whom we met at Khulafa-e-Rashideen 
Masjid, Uttawar said that the land of Masjid is about 10 acre is Shamlaati (collective land of 
the village) land. The villagers including Hindus collectively decided to build Masjid on the 
said land. The committee formed for the Masjid. And this committee did the fund raising and 
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collection for the construction of the proposed Masjid and Markaz of Tablighi Jamat in 
Haryana. 


2. Akhtar Hussain: 

A former Sarpanch, testified that when the construction of Masjid began he was the 
Sarpanch. After the completion of Tablighi Ijtima an amount of Rs. 20 Lacs was surplus out 
of the collection amount and the money spent. This balance amount was used for the 
construction of the compound wall. He continues to be a member of the Masjid Committee. 
He said Mohammad Salman is an honest and religious personality of the area. Therefore,he 
was pressurized by the Committee and elders of the area to accept the responsibility of the 
Masjid. No one in the area can accept the allegation levelled against Salman. 

He said that Maulana Dawood, the father of Mohammad Salman shifted to Hazrat 
Nizamuddin Markaz, New Delhi seventy years ago, where he served in the Markaz of 
Tablighi Jamaat. 

He added the total population of Uttawar village is about 25,000 in which about 85 percent 
are Muslims, having a history of communal harmony among all the communities. 

He said the construction of the Khulafa-e-Rashideen Masjid, Uttawar was started in 2009, 
some people had illegally encroached some parts of the 10 acre land donated for Masjid, a 
Government Hospital and an Old-age Home. The dispute for the land started with those 
illegal encroachers when Masjid Committee took a decision to uproot the encroachers of the 
said land. The value of one shop on the roadside is about 25 lakh, where more than 200 shops 
maybe constructed on the land at road side, this maybe an important reason for this false case 
where these persons supposed to be involved. These people filed about seven cases in local 
courts against the members of the Masjid Committee. 

He said that they have started a Government Hospital too on the land, a Madarsa was also 
started, this Masjid was supposed to be the first State Markaz of Tablighi Jamaat. All the 
materials i.e. bricks, cement, baalu, gitti, bajri, sariya, balli, patra, crusher etc. donated by 
the well wishers without any cost while collective funds donated by all the districts even at 
the time of foundation stone members of 84 villages (all religions and caste groups) were 
present and participated in collection of funds and donations. 
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He told the Fact Finding Committee that on 4 October 2018 NIA for the first time visited for 
investigation, we had receipts of about One Crore rupees, all the records including receipts 
and registers in original were taken by NIA without giving any document about this to us. 

He further added that for collection of funds, members of Masjid Committee used to go on 
visits, there were total collection done and entered by Mohammad Salman was approximately 
30 lakhs in which about 22 lakhs was donated by him after selling his ancestral land in the 
village, remaining collections done by Masjid Committee along with villagers. 

3. Mohammad Yunus (sitting Sarpanch): 

The foundation stone ceremony was organized by 84 villages, the whole Mewat region is 
participating in fund raising and public collection for this Masjid as this is going to be the 
biggest Masjid in Haryana. It will act as the Markaz of Tablighi Jamaat in Haryana. People of 
the region from all religions are participating and supporting by providing funds and 
construction materials. 

He further said on the links related with Pakistan in receiving of funds that they can’t imagine 
having any links with Pakistan, as my maternal Uncles and Grandparents are living in 
Pakistan. My mother is aged 80 years but we are not able to call them on my mother’s 
requests due to fear. They are unable to see each other. 

He informed that Haji Hashim, member of Masjid Committee received a Notice by NIA 
through Local Police u/s 160 CrPC dated 03/10/2018 in the matter of RC-20/2018/NIA/DLI 
u/s 120B/121 IPC, 17/18/21/38/40 of UAPA to appear before Investigating Officer of the 
above mentioned case Mr. Nishant Singh Dy. S.P. NIA. After receiving the said Notice, Haji 
Hashim visited NIA Headquarters and he was called for further five more days where NIA 
took all original records of the Masjid including all receipts, registers and diaries etc., NIA 
not provided document to this effect. 

4. Rohtas Kumar: 

A native of the Maluka village who runs a photo studio namely R.K. Photo Studio in the 
Uttawar Market testified that in 2009/2010 the foundation stone ceremony was organized at 
this place of Masjid where videography and photography of the event done by him, in the 
said event people from all the villages of the Mewat region participated, from that day to till 
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date Hindu Muslim all are collecting and contributing funds to build this Masjid as we are 
living here in a friendly relations. Generally people used to give religious charity secretly. 

All the news about funding from Pakistan for this Masjid is only propaganda to destroy the 
image of the Mewat region and to polarize the voters by communal forces. 

5. Aas Mohammad: 

Native of the village and well-known social worker said, the news propagated by media are 
completely baseless, since independence we are always known as loyal and honest, we can 
build our Masjid ourselves, we don’t need any help from outsiders, there is a long list of 
people of this region who have given their life and blood for the struggle to freedom and also 
thereafter at the border. 

Alleged case on Mohammad Salman is completely baseless, only due to his respect and 
dignity he was compelled by the society to accept the guardianship in constructing the 
Masjid. He used to come Uttawar only to offer Friday prayers. He even sold his ancestral 
property to contribute in the construction of Masjid. 

He further said that NIA recovered only about 1,80,000/- Rupees which belong to his son 
who runs a shop of Mosquito-nets in Basti Hazrat Nizamuddin, Delhi. 

6. Rohtash Jain: 

Native of Uttawar Village, runs a general store in market, said, it was very defamatory, all the 
allegations seem to be false and baseless, news papers are known to publish anything. In this 
Masjid even Hindu community donated huge amount. 

At the time of foundation stone ceremony, sitting MLA who was Minister in Haryana 
Government was present along with Molvi Ishaq Sahab of Nuh Madarasa, Mufti Zahid 
Hussain, etc were present and appealed with the public for donations and public 
contributions. Each and every family of the region especially of 84 villages donated 
thousands of rupees. And each person contributed 1000 Rs. who was present during the 
foundation stone ceremony. 
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7. Mohammad Hanif: 

Member of the Masjid Committee, stated that all the funds for this Masjid was collected in 
Mew at region, some of us visited Jaipur, Chandigarh, Hapur and Delhi etc. for the fund 
raising and collection of money. 

We used to maintain all income and expenditure details in our records, but all the records are 
with NIA who seized all the records and kept in NIA Headquarters at Delhi. 

8. General perception of the local people: 

Local people, including social worker Aas Mohammad and Mohammad Yunus (sitting 
Sarpanch) said that all this happened because of illegal encroachment of land by some of the 
villagers. Whereas, according to them, the villagers collectively decided that the 8 acres of 
land for Masjid and Madarsa, and 2 acres for Government Hospital and Old-age Home. They 
suspect that these illegal encroachers have given false complaint in ministries and police. 

9. Advocate Ilyas: 

He is the person looking into the matters of encroachment of the Masjid land in District 
Courts at Hathin. Advocate Ilyas told the DMC’s Fact Finding Committee during telephonic 
communication that there were about 10 cases regarding the possession and land disputes. 

10 & 11. Suresh Kumar (Dy. S.P.) and Ram Dayal (SHO): 

During the interaction with local police officials the DMC Fact Finding Committee when 
inquired about the matter, they simply responded as - We never inquired in this regard, as we 
never received any complaint/intelligence input regarding any illegal or anti national activity 
in the region or against the accused Mohammad Salman or anyone else, neither we have any 
evidence against anyone. 

Now the matter is being investigated by national agency, we can’t do anything in this matter. 
If NIA will ask for any cooperation we will help them. 

Dy. S.P. Suresh Kumar and SHO Ram Dayal said that the generally to build religious places 
the donations are collected but proper maintenance of records is not possible. 
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Dy. S.P. Suresh Kumar said that in this Mewat region there is no rule of the Constitution. 
And when we tried to write it down, this senior Police officer stopped us and asked not to 
write it. 


Testimonies from relatives of the accused in Delhi 

DMC’s Fact Finding Committee visited family of the accused Mohammad Salman in Hazrat 
Nizamuddin Basti, Delhi. 

1. Mohammad Hassan: 

Son of accused/arrestee Mohammad Salman informed that his father received a call from 
UCO Bank at Bhogal where he has a bank account. When he reached at Bhogal UCO Bank 
Branch at about 02:00 pm, some unknown persons abducted him. 

Later by evening the family came to know when NIA raided his house at Nizamuddin Basti 
and informed that his father is in NIA Headquarters. 

NIA officials informed him that someone complained against Mohammad Salman in 
Ministry, which was to NIA by the Ministry. 

At the time of NIA raid, there was cash of rupees 2,60,900/- was found in the house. NIA 
returned 20,000/- and took away the remaining amount along with four mobile phones, one 
belongs to Mohammad Hassan, one belongs to his mother, two belong to his uncle 
Mohammad Ahmad. 

Mohammad Hassan explained that One lakh Rupees was taken by himself from ‘Chit-fund- 
Committee’ namely ‘Sahara Committee’ for his shop. 

NIA also seized many receipts, records, registers and diaries along with hard disk and pen 
drive but not prepared any seizure memo at spot at the time of seizure.

2. Mohammad Yusuf 

Brother of Mohammad Salman, says that a Tablighi Jamaat Ijtima (congregation) was held in 
Uttawar in 2008, where Maulana Saad was present and they decided to construct a Masjid in 
Uttawar. 

His father Maulana Dawood shifted to Basti Hazrat Nizamuddin in 1922 from Uttawar. 

Mohammad Salman had visited UAE for Tablighi Jamaat in 2016 for about two weeks from 
29 September 2016 to 17 October 2016, and visited KSA for Umrah (religious pilgrimage) 
from 3 June 2017 to 1 July 2017. 

But we don’t have any information that he received any money from hawala channels. 

3. Mohammad Ahmad: 

Brother of Mohammad Salman, says that we don’t have any knowledge about any links with 
Pakistan. NIA raided and seized many documents but not provided any receiving. 

NIA official took my signature on some documents but I don’t know about the documents as 
it was in English language while I can’t understand English. 

NIA had taken him to NIA headquarters but later sent him back on the same day i.e. 

25 September 2018, saying Mohammad Salman will be freed by tomorrow but in the night of 

26 September 2018 NIA officials informed that they are going to arrest Mohammad Salman. 

On 27 September 2018, they produced Mohammad Salman before the NIA Special Court at 
Patiala House District Court. 


Observations 

The Delhi Minorities Commission’s Fact Finding Committee observed: 

1. Committee did not come across any evidence to state that the terror-funding was received 
for the construction of the Khulafa-e-Rashideen Masjid. 
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2. Committee found during interaction with local people, including all religious and caste 
groups, they themselves have contributed and raised funds for building of the Khulafa-e- 
Rashideen Masjid. 

3. Khulafa-e-Rashideen Masjid’s name is dragged because of the internal property dispute. 

4. The local Hindus and Muslims have together donated the total 10 acres land for Masjid 
and Madarsa (8 acre). Government Hospital and Old-age Home (2 acre) from their 
Shamlaati property (collective land). 

5. Khulafa-e-Rashideen Masjid is of Tablighi Jamaat. Whereas, Lashkar-e-Taiba (LeT)-and 
Falah-e-Insaniyat Foundation (FIF) belong to Salafi School of thought. These two does 
not agree with each others’ teachings and practices. Therefore, there is no question of 
collaboration between them. 

6. Harvindar Yadav (NIA Officer) told family of Mohammad Salman that somebody 
complained against Mohammad Salman in Ministry, which was referred to NIA. 

7. The complaint, FIR, and arrest dates do not match the order of incidents. 

8. Mohammad Salman was in illegal NIA detention on 25-26 September 2018. He was 
produced before the NIA Special Court at Patiala House District Court on 27 September 
2018. 

9. NIA allegation of Rs. 70 lacs received from overseas was found to be untrue. 

10. NIA seized all original receipts, records, registers and diaries along with a hard disk and 
pen drive from Mohammad Salman’s home but not prepared any seizure memo at spot at 
the time of seizure. Neither provided copy of the records. 

11. NIA Team raided Khulafa-e-Rashideen Masjid, but it had not recorded the statement of 
any villagers and members of Masjid Committee. 

12. NIA also seized all original receipts, records and registers from Khulafa-e-Rashideen 
Masjid Committee, but not prepared any seizure memo at the time of seizure. Neither 
provided any receipt. 

13. There are many serious procedural lapses by NIA. 

14. The name and details of the case are not available at the NIA website. 

15. Two Press Releases (dated 26 September 2018 and 12 October 2018 ) issued by NIA does 
not mention Khulafa-e-Rashideen Masjid or its construction by terror-funding. 


Recommendations 
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1. Delhi Minorities Commission should ask UCO Bank, Bhogal Branch, Delhi to submit the 
CCTV recording of 25* September 2018, from where Mohammad Salman was taken into 
illegal detention by NIA. 

2. Delhi Minorities Commission should issue an advisory to all media houses and agencies 
to be careful in reporting the alleged terror related cases. They should not make it 
sensational. 

3. Delhi Minorities Commission should write to Union Home Secretary about procedural 
lapses done by NIA in this case. 

4. Delhi Minorities Commission should organise legal rights and procedural laws trainings 
in minority concentrated localities for awareness related to legal literacy among the 
common masses which are victims in many cases by law enforcement authorities. 

5. The publication and distribution of small booklets about legal rights and procedural laws 
in Hindi, Urdu, Punjabi and English languages by Delhi Minorities Commission is 
recommended.

Haryana: Mosque in Palwal built with Lashkar-e-Taiba funds, says NIA 

The Khulafa-e-Rashideen masjid at Uttawar village in Palwal was searched by NIA officers on 
October 3, days after the agency arrested three men, including the Imam of the masjid, 
Mohammed Salman, in New Delhi in an alleged terror-funding case.

A mosque in Palwal district of Haryana has come under the scrutiny of security agencies 
after a National Investigation Agency (NIA) probe found that it was allegedly built with funds 
from the Hafiz Saeed-led Lashkar-e-Taiba (LeT) in Pakistan. 

The Khulafa-e-Rashideen masjid at Uttawar village in Palwal was searched by NIA 
officers on October 3, days after the agency arrested three men, including the Imam of the 
masjid, Mohammed Salman, in New Delhi in an alleged terror-funding case. 

While residents of Uttawar said the mosque is embroiled in a land dispute and were 
unaware of Salman's links to the LeT, the NIA is questioning office bearers of the mosque 
and scrutinising the account books, details of donations and documents seized. 

Salman (52), Mohammed Salim and Sajjad Abdul Wani were arrested on September 
26 for allegedly receiving terror funding from Lahore-based Falah-e-lnsaniyat Foundation 
(FIF), an NGO set up by Hafiz Saeed's Jamaat-ud-Dawa (JuD), Lashkar's parent organisation. 

NIA investigations, sources said, have found that Salman allegedly funnelled FIF 
money to build the mosque in Palwal. "Salman, who came in touch with LeT associated men 
when he was in Dubai, had been receiving funds from FIF. The organisation, we have learnt, 
gave him Rs 70 lakh to build a mosque in Uttawar. It even gave him money for the marriage 
of his daughters. We are now probing from where the mosque has been receiving its 
donations and how this money is being used," an NIA officer said. 

The officer said that Salman, who hails from Uttawar but has been living in Delhi 
since childhood, was among the largest contributors to a fund that was raised to build the 
mosque. Sources said that residents of the village arranged for over 10 acres of land on its 
own while money for construction was given by Salman. 

The NIA alleged that this money actually came from the FIF. "The village does not 
appear to be aware of the source of funds. They believe it has come from Salman," said 
another officer. After Salman's arrest in September, the NIA, in an official statement said: 
"During investigation, it emerged that one Mohammad Salman...is in regular touch with one 
Dubai-based Pakistani national, who in turn is connected with the Deputy Chief of Falah-e- 
lnsaniyat Foundation. The accused person has been receiving funds, being sent by FIF 
operators and his associates through hawala operators." 

According to the NIA, the FIF is a front-end organisation of "the LeT, a terror 
organisation proscribed under UAPA... FIF is placed on the list of terrorist organisations as 
per entry 33 in the First Schedule to the UAPA read with Prevention and Suppression of 
Terrorism (Implementation of Security Council Resolutions) Order 2016".

We do not investigate the source of 
contributions. This mosque has been built with contributions from a lot of people. We do 
not know where Salman got his money from. But I am not ready to believe he would put 
dirty money here. If at all it is dirty money, I doubt if he knew that himself," said Jamshed. 

According to Uttawar residents, Salman's late father, Mauivi Dawood, is well- 
regarded among Muslims in the Mewat region. He migrated to Delhi more than 50 years 
ago and was an Imam of a significant mosque in Nizamuddin till his death. For Uttawar, he 
was an authority on Islam and had the final say in all disputes in the village. 

He had imparted the same knowledge to his oldest son Salman. "That is why when in 
2009 the village earmarked 10 acres for the mosque and the work began the next year, 
Salman was not only made the in-charge of mosque construction and fund collection, but 
also its Imam. There was no one else in the village better suited for this because of his 
pedigree," said Mohammed Saad, who runs the mosque Madarsa. 

For the past eight years, according to villagers, Salman visited Uttawar regularly 
where he stayed in a small, spartan room near the mosque to oversee its construction. The 
mosque is still under construction and villagers are waiting for more money to complete it. 

According to NIA, Salman was involved in taxi and dairy product businesses but had 
incurred losses. Later, he went to Saudi Arabia for Umrah. "He also visited Dubai a few years 
back where he met few Pakistani nationals and thereafter started getting funds through 
hawala," said an NIA officer. 

The NIA Friday also raided a Kashmiri shawl shop in Lajpat Nagar and a house in 
connection with its probe into the case. It has recovered several " incriminating documents" 
and Rs 18 lakh in cash apart from six mobile phones during the raids. 

The premises belong to Hilal Ahmed Rather, who hails from Kashmir. It is suspected 
that Hilal was running the shop as a front to launder FIF money, said NIA sources. Hilal's 
name cropped up when Salman and Sajjad Wani, were questioned.

PALWAL: A mosque in Haryana's Palwal district has come under the scanner of the National 
Investigation Agency or NIA over alleged links with a terror group in funding its construction. 
The NIA has said its probe indicated that the mosque was built with the help of funds 
received from Pakistan-based terror group Lashkar-e-Taiba or LeT. 

The LeT and the mastermind of the 26/11 Mumbai terror attacks, Hafiz Saeed, have 
been designated as global terrorists by the US government. 

The Khulafala-e-Rashideen mosque in Uttawar village was searched by the NIA's 
officers on October 3, days after three men including the imam of the mosque, Mohammad 
Salman, were arrested in Delhi in a case linked to alleged terror-funding. 

An NIA spokesperson said the imam got a huge sum of money from a Dubai-based 
Pakistani citizen. "The imam of the masjid, Mohammed Salman, received Rs. 70 lakh from a 
Dubai-based Pakistani citizen named Kamran. Salman received the money through hawala 
from Dubai. We believe that Kamran is working for LeT and also provide funds for terrorist 
activities in India," the spokesperson told news agency ANI. 

Some residents of Palwal's Uttawar village, however, said their village mosque was 
not funded by the terror group. "The land is legal and people from many villages have 
funded construction of this mosque," said Ramesh Prajapati, village headman. 

The NIA said it is also questioning other people at the mosque and checking the 
account books. Papers having details of donations have been seized, the probe agency said. 

Haryana Chief Minister Manohar Lai Khattar on Monday said they will take action 
after a thorough investigation. "This issue has come to our notice. But only after 
investigations... what kind of issue it is will be known and whatever action will be needed, 
we will do that," Mr Khattar told reporters in Palwal when asked for his comments on the 
issue. 


At a press conference in Chandigarh, senior Congress leader Randeep Singh 
Surjewala, when asked to comment on the matter, said, "If it is true, then it is worrisome". 

"Terrorism has no colour, religion or caste. If any person is found involved in anti- 
India activities, then on the basis of the evidences and proof available, action as per law 
should be taken," the Congress leader told news agency Press Trust of India.

Palwal: The National Investigation Agency (NIA) has found that a mosque in Palwal was 
allegedly built on funds received from wanted terrorist Hafiz Saeed-led Lashkar-e-Taiba 
(LeT) of Pakistan, as per a report by The Indian Express. This came to light during the 
investigation into an alleged terror funding case, says the NIA. 

Three men, including the Imam of the mosque, Mohammed Salman, were arrested 
for allegedly receiving a funding from Falah-e-lnsaniyat Foundation (FIF) in Lahore. The NGO 
has been set up by the parent organisation of Lashkar, Hafiz Saeed's Jamaat-ud-Dawa (JuD). 

On October 3, the NIA arrested Mohammed Salim and Sajjad Abdul Wani apart from 
the mosque's Imam. They are further questioning the office holders of the Khulafa-e- 
Rashideen masjid at Uttawar village in Palwal and probing the matter while scrutinizing 
account books, donations received and documents. 

As per the NIA officers, LeT run organisation, FIF, gave Salman 70 lakhs to build the 
mosque. Salman, the Imam, came in touch with LeT men during his trip to Dubai. "It even 
gave him money for the marriage of his daughters. We are now probing from where the 
mosque has been receiving its donations and how this money is being used," an NIA officer 
was quoted as saying by The Indian Express. 

Further, it has been found that 10 acres of land were arranged for the mosque to be 
built by the residents of the village while Salman provided the money for construction. 
Now, even though the villagers believe that the funds came from Salman, they are not 
aware that the money has actually come from FIF. 

Meanwhile, the villagers have backed Salman saying that he comes from a "reputed 
family" and cannot have such criminal connections. However, the NIA has said that Salman 
went to Dubai after his Saudi Arabia trip for Umrah. He met a Pakistani national there and 
started getting funds through hawala, as per the report.

To create base, Lashkar distributed money among poor families in 
Mewat of Haryana: NIA

A National Investigation Agency (NIA) probe has led investigators to at least six instances 
where funds from Lashkar-e-Taiba (LeT)-linked charity Falah-e-lnsaniyat (FIF) were 
distributed through a hawala network among poor families in Haryana's Mewat region to 
build goodwill for the terror group, according to officials familiar with the matter. 
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The NIA also suspects that the hawala money was given for the construction of the Khulafa- 
e-Rashideen mosque in Mewat's Uttawar village, the officials added. 

"We suspect that the charity was done to create a base for Lashkar or FIF activities in the 
area. The idea was generate goodwill by distributing money for organising weddings and the 
mosque -- to be encashed at the right opportunity," said an official of the federal anti-terror 
probe agency who spoke on condition of anonymity. 

"We have found records of around Rs 70 lakh being sent to India in instalments by the FIF 
network. We have seized books from the office of the mosque to verify its accounts. Money 
for construction of mosque may have been given by others in the area as well, but we 
believe that part of the funds came from FIF," the official added. 

In an earlier statement on September 26, the NIA had said that FIF is based in Lahore and is 
a front of the LeT, which is headed by Hafiz Saeed,a designated global terrorist. FIF is 
banned in India under the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act and was declared as a 
terrorist entity by the US in 2010. Last month, NIA announced that it has busted a major 
terror funding ring that was being run from Delhi with money coming from FIF and arrested 
three persons in this regard. The agency has seized over Rs 1.5 crore in cash, mobiles 
phones, pen drives and several incriminating documents during various searches in 
connection with the case. 

Among the arrested accused was Mohammed Salman, a native of Uttawar village who was 
later an imam in a mosque in Delhi. The money was allegedly being distributed by Salman, 
NIA officials said. 

In its second statement in the case on October 12, NIA said: "Salman was in regular touch 
with one Dubai-based Pakistani national, who in turn is connected with the deputy chief of 
FIF." The agency added that the accused person was receiving funds, being sent by FIF 
operators and his associates, through Hawala operators to further their "nefarious activities 
and create unrest in India and carry out the terrorist activities".

"We have found records of 
around rJO lakh being sent to 
India In Instalments by the FI F 
network.

area as well, but we believe that 
part of the funds came from 
FIF.” the official added. 

In an earlier statement on 
September 26, the NIA had said 
that FIF is based In luhore and 
Is a front of the LeT, which Is 
head^ by HaflzSaeod,a desig¬ 
nated global terrorlsl. FIF Is 
banned In India under the 
Unlawful AcUvlUes (Preven¬ 
tion) Act and was declared as a 
terrorlsl entity by the US In 
2010. Last month. NIA 


announced that It has busted a 
major terror funding ring that 
was being run from Delhi with 
money coming from FlF end 
arrested three persons In this 
regard. The agency hat seized 
over y 1 Acrore In cash, mobiles 
phones, pen drives and several 
incriminating documenla dur¬ 
ing various searches In connec. 
tion with the case. 

Anmng the arrested accused 

was Mohammed Salman, a 
native of Utuwar village who 
was later an Imam In a mosque 
In Delhi. The money was alleg¬ 
edly being distributed by Sal¬ 
man. NIA officials said.

Huge cash seized in Delhi as NIA busts FIF Terror Funding Module 

In a major operation carried out yesterday, NIA busted Falah-e-Insaniyat Foundation (FIF) terror 
funding module as it carried out searches at multiple places in Daryaganj, Nizamuddin and Kucha 
Ghasiram areas in Delhi. 

2. FIF Terror Funding case was registered by NIA on 02.07.2018 as RC-20/2018/NIA/DLI u/s 17, 18, 
21, 38 & 40 of Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967. As per the FIR, some Delhi-based individuals 
were receiving funds from FIF operatives based abroad and were using the same to further the terror 
activities. 

3. During investigation, it emerged that one Mohammad Salman s/o Mohammad Daud r/o 
Nizamuddin, New Delhi is in regular touch with one Dubai-based Pakistani national, who in turn is 
connected with the Deputy Chief of Falah-e-Insaniyat Foundation, a front-end organisation of proscribed 
terror group Lashkar-e-Taiba (LeT). The accused person has been receiving funds, being sent by FIF 
operators and his associates, through Hawala operators. Accused persons along with other persons in 
various countries including Pakistan, UAE etc are sending money through Hawala to India to further their 
nefarious activities and create unrest in India and carry out the terrorist activities. 

4. Falah-e-Insaniyat Foundation is a Lahore, Pakistan based organization established by Jamat-ud- 
Dawa. It is a front-end organisation of Lashkar-e-Toiba (LeT), a terror organisation proscribed under 
UAPA. It was founded in 1990 by Hafiz Mohammad Saeed, who is designated as Global Terrorist by the 
USA. FIF is placed on the list of terrorist organisations as per entry 33 in the First Schedule to the UAPA 
read with Prevention and Suppression of Terrorism (Implementation of Security Council Resolutions) 
Order 2016. Falah-e-Insaniyat Foundation was also designated as a Terrorist entity by USA in 2010. 

5. NIA, on 25.09.2018, conducted searches at the premises of 1) Mohammad Salman s/o Mohammad 
Daud r/o Nizamuddin, New Delhi, 2) Mohd Salim @ Mama r/o Daryaganj, New Delhi and 3) Rajaram and 
Company at Kucha Ghasiram, New Delhi and Seized Rs One crore and fifty six lacs cash, Rs 43,000/- in 
Nepali currency, 14 mobiles phones, 5 pen drives and several incriminating documents. 





6. Following the seizure of incriminating material, NIA has arrested three persons Le. 1) FIF operative 
Mohd. Salman (52 years) s/o Mohammad Daud r/o Nizamuddin, New Delhi, 2) Flawala Conduit Mohd 
Sa lim @ Mama (62 years) s/o Sahabuddin r/o Daryaganj, New Delhi and 3) Flawala courier Sajjad Abdul 
Ward (34 years) s/o Abdul Rasheed Wani r/o Srinagar, J&K, from DeM 

7. Investigation is continuing to unearth the larger conspiracy, to collect evidence and to arrest the 
other accused persons.
